The Last Hyperion, At $80,000: 
“Didn’t I Get Him?” Asked Mr. W. 


Charles W. Engelhard. head of the 
huge network of mining and_ processing 
operations comprising Engelhard Indus- 
tries. Inc., made his first purchases of 
American yearlings at Saratoga last Au- 
when he bought 3 head for $84,000 
from the Mereworth Farm consignment. 
He was represented then by E. Barry 
Ryan. Earlier this year. when Ryan 
married Mrs. H. Burnett Robinson 
(Josephine Abercrombie). he turned the 
horses over to young Mackenzie Miller, 
who last week added 2 fillies to the am- 
hitiously planned stable, for a total of 
$93.000. 

Both purchases were made the 
Thursday night session. The *Princequillo 
—*Rose of Bengal filly. from Morven 
Stud and Egern Farm. cost $32.000. For

Keswick Stables’ half-sister to Sword 
Dancer. Miller paid $61.000. highest 


price of the week for a filly. This well 
turned youngster. representing the first 
crop by the high-class Reneged. evoked 
high offers from Mrs. Isabel Dodge 
Sloane. Ogden Phipps. Ladean Martin 
(bidding for Verne Winchell). and E. P. 
Taylor, the underbidder at $60,000. 
Engelhard’s residence and_ business 
headquarters are in New Jersey, but he 
has extensive interests in South Africa 
and has raced a stable there for several 
years. Manager of his international 
racing and breeding operation is David 
McCall, of the London Bloodstock Agency. 
It was through McCall’s agency that 
Mrs. George P. Greenhalgh obtained 
*Nasretta. whose handsome chestnut son, 
foaled February 3. 1960. was the last of 
the famed Hyperion’s offspring. This 
colt. with more height and scope than 
most of the Hyperions. was to bring the 
highest price of the 1961 auctions at Sar- 
atoga, and it was McCall’s client. Engel- 
hard. who forced the bidding. After a 
quick succession of raises, C. V. Whitney 
offered $67.000 and left off. but his man- 
ager. Ivor Balding, moved into the rub- 
berneck crowd behind the auctioneer’s 
stand and continued in Whitney’s stead. 
The sequence of bidding on the Hy- 
perion colt could not be determined with 
finality. A few of the offers could not 
be accounted for. Mrs. Samuel Lefrak 
bid $10,000 and $20.000; Bert Williams 
(for Hugh A. Grant). $20.000 and 
$40,000: Ladean Martin (for Verne H. 
Winchell, of California), $50.000; C. V. 
Whitney. $60.000; “the man in the white 


hat.” $61.000 or $62.500 (or something) :

Mack Miller. $63.000: Whitney. 
Miller. $65.000; Whitney. $67.000: Miller. 
$68.000. $71.000. and $76.000: Balding. 
$70.000. $75.000. and $80.000. 

Whitney, not certain which bid was 
his. looked up apprehensively at the 
stand and asked. “Didn’t I get him?” 
Apparently he was already looking for- 
ward to adding Hyperion and *Nasrullah 
to the strongest American stud which has 
survived without major infusions of these 
strains. 

Thrust by the most successful sale of 
her career. Mrs. Greenhalgh went into 
figurative orbit just behind Vostok IT. As 
soon as she was back on earth, she took 
off for Treland (to visit David McCall's 
mother), Copenhagen, and Stockholm. 

Another who reached the high point of 
a career as a market breeder at the 
Wednesday sale was Harry A. Love. who 
sold a colt by Decathlon out of the dam 
of the Kent Stakes winner Lady’s Maid 
for $32.500. Fasig-Tipton president H. S. 
Finney said it was the highest price ever 
paid for a Maryland-bred yearling at 
auction. 


The *Ballydam—Mid Hour colt sold 
by Lee Eaton, agent. for $10.000 at the 
Monday night session went into the rec- 
ord as having been sold to Isaac Blum- 
berg’s Sunny Blue Stable. Trainer Elmer 
Kalensky. who had made the purchase. 
later reported that he bought the colt 
for himself.

The last Hyperion yearling to be offer- 
ed buyers in America was sold Thursday 
night to Dr. Fritz A. Howard. agent. for 
$29.000. Winston Guests’s colt out of 
Djece was small and lacked the impres- 
siveness of the $80.000 son of Hyperion. 


An enthusiasm of politeness gained a 
few thousand dollars for L. Clay Camp 
in the Wednesday night sale of his Tim 
Tam—* Beaver Street colt. from the first 
crop by Calumet Farm’s most recent Ken- 
tucky Derby winner. The polite friends 
were Mrs. C. S. Payson. of Greentree 
Stud. and Adm. and Mrs. Gene Markey. 
of Calumet. A few minutes before the 
colt came into the ring. the Markeys 
walked in to take seats in the second row 
facing the auctioneer’s stand. Mrs. Pay- 


son rushed over. embraced Mrs. Markey. 
and began an animated conversation.

The Yearling Market Was Still Soaring 


At Keeneland last month the Thor- 
oughbred yearling auctions set so many 
precedents for bidding in the upper ranges 
that the market could be described with- 
out qualification as the highest in history. 
The Fasig-Tipton Company’s sales at 
Saratoga Springs. N. Y., last week con- 
tinued at approximately the same level. 
but some qualifications had to be made 
in appraising the market. The principal 
subjective qualification of the results was 
that. by comparison with recent years, 
the catalogue was weaker than the market 
itself. 

The average price of $10.612 for 255 
head was 4.2 per cent lower than last year 
and 6.9 per cent below Saratoga’s record 
average of $11.400. obtained in 1957. The 
yearlings offered. appraised in advance 
en physical and ancestral credentials, 
were at least 10 per cent below the group 
sold last year or those sold in 1957. The 
actual average was well above the pre- 
liminary estimates made by Fasig-Tipton 
president Humphrey S. Finney. a_horse- 
man with long experience in appraisals 
of bloodstock. 

Top price of the week was the $80,000 
paid Wednesday night by C. V. Whitney 
for Mrs. George P. Greenhalgh’s Hyperion 
—*Nasretta colt, last-born offspring of 
his famous sire. This figure had been 
exceeded only once at Saratoga, in 1956, 
when Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Lunn _ paid 
$87.000 for *Rise ‘n Shine. another son 
of Hyperion. Highest price for a filly was 
$61.000, paid Thursday night by Mack 
Miller. agent for C. W. Engelhard. for 
2 daughter of the young stallion Reneged 
cut of the dam of Sword Dancer. con- 
signed by Mrs. Ellsworth H. Augustus’s 
Keswick Stables; this was the highest 
price ever paid for a filly at Saratoga. 

The 158 colts which went through the 
ring comprised 62.0 per cent of the year- 
lings sold. as compared with 62.6 per cent 
in 1960, 52.2 per cent in 1959. They 
brought $1.803.300. The $11.413 average 
was 7.7 per cent lower than the $12.369 
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everage for colts last August. The 97 
fillies made $902.800; the average. $9.307. 
wes 9.6 per cent higher than that for 
fillies at Saratoga last year. (The $8.492 
average for 92 fillies last year was a 12.2 
per cent gain over the 1959 figure.) 

The Saratoga catalogue tends to vary 
from year to year to a somewhat greater 
extent than the catalogue of the Breeders’ 
Sales Company’s auctions at Keeneland. 
although the appearance of some import- 
ant consignments at Saratoga may reflect 
2 compensating loss to the Kentucky sales. 
This year Saratoga had unusual 
windfall of stock from Kentucky. from 
abroad. or from dispersion of an import- 
ent breeding establishment. Thus neither 
the averages nor the distribution of prices 
gave a dependable comparison with last 
year’s market. 

The comparison had to be made on the 
basis of price for the individual yearling. 
On this basis. there was little evidence 
that the Saratoga market was anything 
less than Keencland’s; there was a sus- 
picion that it was even higher.

The Teamsters had relaxed at 


Saratoga, but John Burke promised 


a renewed attack downstate 


‘Teamsters’ Target: 


Saratoca. The New York Racing As- 
sociation, faced by tougher threats from 
the Teamsters. last week decided to can- 
cel its fall dates at Aqueduct and to use 
them at Belmont Park. 

Said John W. Hanes. chairman of the 
NYRA: “We were all deeply concerned 
about the risk involved to men and horses 
in the daily transfer of horses from Bel- 
mont to Aqueduct.” 

About 80 per cent of the horses which 
race at Aqueduct are stabled at Belmont. 

Hanes said the association would use 
the free time at Aqueduct to make “major 
repairs” in the track’s base. “Before we 
left for Saratoga. clay for the base had 
been shipped down from the Albany area 
and stored on our property at Aqueduct 
so that we could begin work promptly. 
The strike of the sand and gravel drivers 
prevented us from doing this work. Aque- 
duct will be closed down completely, so 
that work on the base can commence as 
soon as the sand-and-gravel strike is set- 
tled.” 

The decision to withdraw to better de- 
fences at Belmont followed rather closely 
on a Teamster official’s promises that 
“things will hum when racing returns 
downstate.” 

John Burke. boss of Local 917. said 
that the Central Labor Council had 
pledged support of the Teamster strike. 
“All trades will go out in sympathy.” he 
said. Picket lines will be strengthened. 

Harry VanArsdale. president of the 
Central Labor Council. could not be 
reached for confirmation. His secretary 
said he was vacationing upstate. Three 
vice presidents also could not be reached 
for comment. 

If other unions honor the picket lines 
again. it would mean suspension of serv- 
ice by Stevens. Manhattan Maintenance, a 
small band of electricians, van drivers, 
blacksmiths, and a few other tradesmen. 

The pari-mutuel clerks will not walk 
out. nor will the Pinkertons. Both have a 
no-strike clause in their contracts. 
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As long as the New York Racing As- 
sociation has manpower to operate wager- 
ing facilities and as long as there are 
horses and horsemen available. Thorough- 
bred racing probably will continue. 

The New York Labor Relations Board 
disclosed that 15 stables had been certi- 
fied of the 43 that voted. 

Burke said he was ready to bargain 
with the 15. but that the New York 
Racing Association was preventing the 
trainers from bargaining. “The NYRA is 
the key to the picture.” he added. 

“One thing is crystal clear to me now.” 
Burke said. “We are battling the NYRA 
and not the trainers. Seems lawyers rep- 
resenting trainers confer with (Bill) 
Dennis. the lawyer representing the New 
York Racing Association. 

“The harassment by the racing asso- 
ciation is preventing us from negotiating 
with those certified. We have charges to 
substantiate our statements. Why. even 
a blacklist is maintained by the NYRA. 

“The other day an exercise boy was 
fired 4 hours after he was hired. The 
boy’s ex-employer told the trainer that he 
was one of the union’s stooges. It shows 
a pattern. 

“One thing seems certain. Since we 
started organizing the backstretch. stables 
have increased pay to employees.” 

Burke contended that the strike had 
been effective. “Attendance and wagering 
are off at Saratoga. and they were off at 
Aqueduct.” he said. “Public sympathy in 
this strike has been the reason. When we 
get all the facts presented to this tri- 
bunal it will show that the racing associa- 
tion cannot be santimonious. My case 
depends on public support and the news- 
papers. Legally. the racing association 
cannot contend they have no employees 
involved.” 

Burke said that the racing association 
was using stall space in controlling train- 
ers and owners. “Dennis meets with their 
lawyers and tells them what to do.” 
Burke said. “They are not free agents. If 


you question him (Dennis), he won't 
deny it.” 

Dennis. asked to comment, released the 
following statement: 


“Mr. Burke’s references to me are just 
another attempt to bring the NYRA into 
this dispute. This is a dispute between 
Mr. Burke’s union and the trainers and 
owners who are the employers of the 
backstretch employees. 

“As an attorney representing the Asso- 
ciation, it is my job to keep informed on 
all legal matters that affect the associa- 
tion. To do this I have conferred and 
shall continue to confer with attorneys 
from the State Labor Relations and Me- 
diation Boards. attorneys for the various 
trainers and owners. and even Mr. Burke’s 
attorney. The lawyers for the trainers 
and owners—there must be at least a dozen 
of them—are some of the most experi- 
enced labor lawyers in New York. I have 
not controlled their actions. It is ridicu- 
lous to suggest that any attorney could 
control their actions.” 


Except for one incident. in which an 
employee of trainer Buddy Jacobson was 
slugged in the mouth by a union sym- 
pathizer. there have been no disturbances 
at Saratoga. But the calm is not likely 
to prevail after racing returns to New 
York City.

SaRATOGA. Steve Brooks. who never 
had ridden at Saratoga, came here to 
ride Calumet Farm’s Beau Prince in the 
Travers Stakes. on August 12. with the 
result that Calumet captured its first 
added-money event at the spa since Whirl- 
away won the 194] Travers. And to 
brighten the day still further for the vet- 
eran rider. the occasion marked his 39th 
birthday. “That’s the truth.” he said, as 
if anyone thought he was 40. “That’s the 
truth. not Jack Benny talking.” 

Whatever the birthday, the Travers 
showed that the years have weighed light- 
ly upon Brooks. Never had he ridden 
more determinedly, and certainly never 
more intelligently. As a matter of fact, it 
was the Brooks savvy that was largely 
responsible for Beau Prince’s impressive 
victory. Beau Prince seldom before had 
set the pace. But when Hitting Away did 
not travel at his usual fast clip. Brooks 
gunned his mount to the lead. This was 
early in the race, going into the back- 
stretch. Coolly and calmly the veteran 
reinsman rated his horse on the lead. and 


at the finish his margin was 51% lengths, 
with Guadalcanal second and Ambiopoise 
third. The time was 2:03. The track rec- 
ord is 2:0135. 

“T couldn't help myself.” the modest 
Brooks said when asked about the early 
pace. “The horse decided it. The big 
sucker was on his toes. Funny thing, this 
horse was never in front before. In this 
race he just wanted to run. 

“Despite all the races he has run (24). 
he is still a little green. He ran easy on 
the lead and I just sat there. In the 
stretch I was waiting for nobody.” 

Brooks added that his horse certainly 
loomed as one of the 3 best 3-year-olds. 
“T Jost the mount a few times on this 
horse because of a car accident and an 
injured hand.” he said. “Two straight 
stakes in 2 weeks is really something.”

Summing Up 

It is generally agreed around here that 
Primonetta is the best filly in America 
today. Her sound defeat of Bowl of Flow- 
ers in the Alabama Stakes made _be- 
lievers of nearly everyone. 

Trainer James P. Conway, with whom 
we visited the other morning, said Prim- 
onetta would race next in the Gazetie 
Handicap. at Aqueduct on September 13. 

“If she continues the way she _ has,” 
Conway said. “she probably will race in 
the fall filly and mare classics.” 

Did Conway think she could go beyond 
a mile and a quarter? 

“Shoemaker thinks she can. Nothing 
would make you think she’s gone the 
limit.” 

Of the filly’s only defeat, in the Mon- 
mouth Oaks. Conway said. “She ran a 
good race. She made the most of the op- 
portunities and just got beat. I can't 
fault the ride by |Chris| Rogers. Before 
the Monmouth Oaks she had only raced 
once at the same distance, that was the 
Delaware Oaks the week before. It was 
a hard race; she won only by a nose. But 
the Delaware track is the toughest in the 


East.” 


Primonetta’s 32-year-old groom. Clitf 
Gleason. said, “I never had my hands on 


anything like this filly before. and that 
includes colts. She’s the best mannered 
horse in the barn and does nothing wrong. 
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She is real sensitive, though. You can’t 
yell at her. If you do, she lays her ears 
back. The boss is always worried about 
the horse and makes sure she is handled 
very carefully. Nobody gets rough with 
her. A lot of horses you got to take hold 
of them and shake them sometimes. but 
not her.” 

At the Brookmeade barn trainer Elliott 
Burch was asked to comment on Bowl of 
Flowers’ race in the Alabama. “Primon- 
etta ran a helluva race.” he said. “But 
Bowl of Flowers ran a rather dull race. 
However, she came out of it all right. I 
don’t say that my horse would have beat 
Primonetta in the Alabama. even if she 
ran her best. 

“The early pace was slow and against 
us. She was taken back when the other 
horses were running slow. 

“We won't race her again until the fail. 
I always thought she could run better in 
the fall. Some fillies don’t do as well in 
the summer.” 

Eddie Arcaro, who has ridden Bowl of 
Flowers in most of her races. said, “She 
doesn’t seem to be as good as last year.”

bred Breeders Association and the rel- 
atively new American Thoroughbred 
Owners Association. Members of each 
group had given formal approval to the 
merger. in meetings held earlier this year. 

Most important action of the Saratoga 
meeting was the election of Christopher 
T. Chenery as president of the Owners and 
Breeders. Chenery, himself one of the 
most successful owners and breeders of 
recent years. moved at once to complete 
the formalities of the merger and to estab- 
lish the purposes and procedures of the 
new organization. 

The task was not going to be an easy 
one. There were tentative plans to en- 
large the membership beyond the 400- 
odd which came to it from the merger. 
But it was difficult to ask for new mem- 
bers before a system of fees and dues 
had been worked out and objectives of 


the organization more specifically formu- 
lated. The new president attacked the 
involved problems with such vigor as to 
suggest that the next few months would 
determine whether the Owners and 
Breeders Association was to have a more 
constructive voice in racing. 

A. B. Hancock Jr., retiring president 
of both the older organizations, yielded 
the chair to Chenery. 

J. Dana Tasker, executive vice president 
of the owners group, was elected execu- 
tive vice president of the new association. 
Gayle A. Mohney, Lexington attorney 
long connected with the ATBA, was 
named secretary. Gough Thompson, of 
Maryland, a leader in the ATOA since 
its organization, was elected treasurer. 

Until the next annual meeting. to be 
held in August. 1962. at Saratoga Springs, 
the 24 members of the ATBA and ATOA 
boards will serve as trustees. The trustees 
last week elected an executive committee 
comprised of Fred W. Hooper (first presi- 
dent of the ATOA), Gough Thompson, 
Alfred Vanderbilt. William Haggin Perry, 
and Mrs. Richard C. du Pont. A. B. Han- 
cock Jr. and Leslie Combs II were named 
as alternates. 

The new president convened the execu- 
tive committee at Saratoga this week to 
begin the work of establishing policy and 
procedure. 


Doherty Succeeds Beard 


Lou P. Doherty was elected president 
of the Grayson Foundation after Clarkson 
Beard submitted his resignation at the 
organization’s annual meeting at Saratoga 
last week. Alfred Nuckols and Dr. John 
Youmans were re-elected vice presidents. 
Dr. W. R. McGee replaced Doherty as 
treasurer, and William B. Worth was 
elected secretary. 

The membership approved a $43,009 
grant to the University of Kentucky, to 
continue work in respiratory diseases, 
bacteriological diseases. parasites, and 
pathology, and approved an expenditure 
to cover the cost of printing the proceed- 
ings of a 1961 symposium on lameness, 
held at the University of Pennsylvania.

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William to a length-and-a-half decision 
in the 6-furlong, $15,000-added Myrtle- 
wood Handicap. It was the first stakes 
victory of the season for the 4-year-old 
Johns Joy colt. which last year annexed 
3 stakes, placed in several others. and 
had earnings of $192,667. 

Not much more than half a length sep- 
arated Vital Force, Equifun, John Wil- 
liam and Roman Colonel for the first 
half-mile of the Myrtlewood. John Wil- 
liam (112) cut the corner on the last 
turn to grab a small lead in the early 
stretch. then drew clear of Vital Force 
(114) in the final sixteenth of a mile. 
J. Graham Brown’s top-weighted Run for 
Nurse (122), the lukewarm choice at 
3.80 to 1, came on with a rush at the end, 
but it was too late. He got third money. 
2 lengths behind Vital Force. The others. 
in order, were Roman Colonel, Equifun. 
Clandestine, Will Ye, T. V. Lark. Silver 
Song. *JIntervener, and Con’s Boy. 

T. V. Lark (120) was well supported 
in his first Chicago venture of the sea- 
son, but he was outrun. It was his first 
poor race at Arlington Park, where at 2 
he won the Arlington Futurity and at 3 
the Arlington Classic, American Derby. 
and Washington Park Handicap. 

John William’s time of 1:1515 tied a 
track record established by Crozier in the 
1960 Washington Park Futurity. 

John William had been outrun by the 
mare Equifun in a recent race. 

“He didn’t like the slow track.” trainer 
Eddie Neloy explained. “He needs a good. 
firm bottom. He got third in the Equi- 
poise, over what they called a good track. 
but he wasn’t at his best over that. either. 
If all goes well, we'll take a shot at them 
in the Washington Park Handicap.”

Ready at Sunland 


SunLAND Park. Racing moves south- 
west again when Sunland Park opens its 
third fall-winter racing season on Sep- 
tember 29. Horsemen will compete for 
more than a million dollars in purses. 

Located at Sunland Park. New Mex- 
ico (the town adopted the name in 1960). 
the track is just across the street from 
the Texas border and only 6 miles from 
downtown El Paso. The silvery Rio Gran- 
de flows only a furlong from the back- 
stretch. adding to the international flavor 
of the track. From the stands patrons 
can view 3 states. The towering Franklin 
Mountain forms a magnificent backdrop. 

Texans are rapidly getting the knack 
of the pari-mutuel machine. The track 
handled $8.500,000 last year, an 18 per 
cent increase over the 1959 inaugural 
season. 

In perpetuating the rich tradition of 
Texas racing, Sunland has revived the 
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historic Texas Derby. which had its final 
running at Arlington Downs, near Dallas, 
in 1937. Sunland will offer the third run- 
ning of the $5.000-added Derby. at a 
mile on December 17. The 1960 running 
was voted the most thrilling race of the 
season by the local press. The event an- 
nually decides the 3-year-old champion- 
ship of the meeting. 

Texas outfits that are “regulars” at 
Sunland include the stable of Ralph 
Lowe. 

In a bid to make Southwestern racing 
more attractive to the nation’s larger 


stables. Sunland Park has co-ordinated 
its stake schedule with the 2 Phoenix. 
Arizona, associations — Arizona Downs 
and Turf Paradise. Phoenix and El Paso 
are overnight hops by van, so that horse- 
men now can pick their spots to better 
advantage. 

Track builder L. R. (Riley) Allison. 
prominent southwest contractor. banker. 
oilman, and Thoroughbred owner-breeder 
(his Invigorator was third in the 1953 
Kentucky Derby) begins his third season 
as track president. He predicts a banner 
season, 


OBITUARY 


Mrs. George L. Harrison 


Mrs. George L. Harrison. 69, owner of 
Blue Ridge Farm at Upperville. Va., and 
former wife of the late Adm. Cary T. 
Grayson. died Tuesday night. August 8. 
in London. England. after an emergency 
operation. She had become ill while 
visiting in Greece and had flown to Eng- 
land for surgery. 

Mrs. Harrison. born Gertrude Gordon, 
was married to Admiral Grayson in 1916, 
when he was personal physician to Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson. and it was from 
him that she acquired a keen interest in 
horses. Admiral Grayson died in 1938, 
and in 1940 she married Mr. Harrison, 
president of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York and of the New York Life 
Insurance Company. Mr. Harrison died 
several years ago. 

Nine stakes winners were bred at Blue 
Ridge in Mrs. Harrison’s name. including 
this year’s good runner Oink. Mrs. 
Harrison was a regular consignor to the 
Saratoga yearling auctions. Her 3 sons. 
James Gordon. William Cabell. and Cary 
Travers Grayson Jr.. all of Washington. 
D. C.. probably will continue the family’s 
long-standing interest in Thoroughbred 
breeding. 


Sir Victor Sassoon 


Sir Ellice Victor Sassoon. 79-year-old 
member of ene of England’s richest and 
most extensive family-owned banking 
firms and the leading English owner of 
Thoroughbreds in 1960. died of a heari 
attack on the night of August 12 at Nas- 
sau. in the Bahamas. Sir Victor had su’- 
fered from a heart condition for some 
time and he had been confined to bed 
since an attack on August 6. 

The third holder of the baronetcy cre- 
ated by King Edward VII in 1909 was 
born December 31. 1881. He studied at 
Harrow and at Trinity College. Cam- 
bridge. and in World War I he served 


with the Royal British Navy and later in 
the Royal Air Force. A military plane 
crash left him with a permanently short- 
ened leg, and the injury was largely re- 
sponsible for his confinement to a wheel 
chair during the last 10 years of his life. 
Sir Victor was a bachelor until 1959, 
when he married Miss Evelyn Barnes, a 
registered nurse from Dallas, Texas. Lady 
Evelyn survives her husband. 

At his father’s death, Sir Victor inherit- 
ed an estimated £15,000.000, and he took 
over the management of the family’s mer- 
chant banking firm in India. Sir Victor’s 
vast holdings in the Far East at one time 
included Shanghai real estate. cotton 
mills. bus lines. a chain of hotels. office 
and industrial buildings. and a fleet of 
tugboats. In 1951 he disposed of many of 
his Asian holdings for a reported $42,- 
000.000. and his banking interests in 
China were lost when the Communists 
seized control of the country. 

Sir Victor bought his first Thorough- 
breds in 1924 and for a time he cam- 
paigned an extensive stable in India, 
where he raced under the name of Mr. 
Eve. whence his Newmarket stud derived 
its name. A lavish patron of yearling auc- 
tions. Sir Victor bought many horses for 
high prices in England. and occasionally 
he bought in the United States. His in- 
terest in breeding was intense. His mares 
went to the best stallions in Europe and 
the United States. He also leased mares 
to breeders in the U.S. 

It was not until 1937, when Exhibition- 
nist won the One Thousand Guineas and 
the Oaks. that Sir Victor had a classic 
winner. but afterwards he won all the 
English classics. taking the Derby with 
Pinza (1953). Crepello (1957). Hard 
Ridden (1958). and St. Paddy (1960). 
Twice the leading English owner. Sir 
Victor last year headed the lists of lead- 
ing owners and breeders; his horses won 
32 races worth £90.676 and the Eve and 
Sassoon Studs led the list of breeders 
with £98.810.

While the ladies 
talked, Admiral Markey signaled a bid of 
$22.000. Trainer Jimmy Jones made the 
parties aware that they were bidding 
against one another. and politeness now 
reared its beautiful head. “Oh, you take 
him!” Mrs. Payson bid $25,000. ‘No, 
indeed. you take him.”

Pa., 
through John A. Bell ILL. sold 2 colts for 
$26.500 on Thursday night. and the fol- 
lowing evening paid $45.000 for New- 
stead Farm’s well made filly by *Turn-to 
out of the dam of Hasty Doll, Rich Tra- 
dition. and Sky Clipper. The consignor, 
Taylor Hardin. who had expected this 
one to bring the highest price of the 
week for a filly. went to Mrs. Burgwin’s 
farm manager Michael Motion and offer- 
ed him a profit of $15.000.

a partner with Col. H. B. Marcus and 
Dr. R. A. Leonard in the operation of 
Glade Valley Farm in the rich farming 
section near Walkersville, Md., where 
the late W. L. Brann bred many good 
horses. Dr. Leonard bought 2 yearlings 
for the partnership. 


Morris Lober. of New York, who 
bought 7 yearlings in the name of his 
wife, is a manufacturer of power lawn 
mowers; his company is the G. W. Davies 
Corporation, with headquarters in Rich- 
mond, Ind. Mr. and Mrs. Lober had 4 
horses in training under the direction of 
Mario Padovani. At the time of the sales 
they announced that the horses would be 
turned over to Conn McCreary for the 
beginning of his career as a trainer. The 
40-year-old McCreary. previously unac- 
quainted with the Lobers, was delighted 
by the opportunity. His last years as a 
rider, ending in 1960, were relatively un- 
productive. Ten years ago, after he rode 
Jack Amiel’s Count Turf to victory in 
the Kentucky Derby, Amiel had offered 
to give him some horses to train, but 
McCreary had preferred to continue rid- 
ing. Despite a comfortable bulge at the 
belt line, McCreary reported last week 
that he weighed 110 pounds. 


Trainer James Pitt did most of the 
buying for Leonard Fruchtman’s Edgehill 
Farm, but the first purchase for this 
stable was made by Robert A. Alexander 
III, who went to $10,100 for P. L. Clem- 
ents’ *Ballydam—Bounced colt Monday 
night. The price was 4 times more than 
Fruchtman paid for Bally Ache in the 
fall of 1958. 

Trainer John Nerud bought 3 yearlings 
for the Tartan Stable of W. L. McKnight 
and W. C. Webster. One of these, the last 
yearling in the ring, was Mereworth 
Farm’s well made colt by *Gallant Man 
out of the good runner and producer Miss 
Doreen, at $37.000. Nerud had expressed 
some doubt about the colt because of his 
lack of size—until Humphrey Finney in- 
quired archly. “Do you remember his 
sire?” The little *Gallant Man was the 
best horse of any size trained by Nerud. 


Through Jonabell Farm as agent. Ed- 
ward B. Benjamin sold 7 yearlings Tues- 
day night. Three of these were by the 
suddenly famous Nantallah, which had 
just been syndicated at $30,000 a share. 
One went to Morris H. Dixon at $30.000. 
Another was purchased by Lieut Col. 
Robin Hastings of the British Bloodstock 
Agency at $20.000. Hastings, who was also 
2 bidder on the one which went to Dixon. 
said the colt would be trained in England. 


John H. Clark, of Lexington, bought 
the cold by Nantallah out of the good 
runner C’est Tout for the account of 
Robert Lehman. at $13.700. For the same 
client. Clark was underbidder on the 
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$45.000 *Turn-to—Legendra filly Friday 
night. At Keeneland last month he bought 
Mrs. Robert L. Green’s Tom Fool—Pam- 
per colt at $40,000 for the New York in- 
vestment banker. Clark reported that 
Lehman had bought shares in Hail to 
Reason and Tom Fool. the latter from 
Maine Chance Farm. 


C. D. (Bob) Alexander. of Kingston. 
Jamaica. B.W.1.. bought a filly at the 
sale of horses in training Saturday morn- 
ing. For many years he had been trying 
to persuade the legislature at Kingston 
to permit direct entry of horses from the 
United States. without a 6-month quaran- 
tine period in England. He was happy to 
report that last month a law became ef- 
fective permitting shipment directly from 
the U.S. to the island. after certain im- 
munization procedures. 


North Cliff Farm’s *Royal Serenade— 
Medellen colt went twice to buyers who 
thought they were bidding on something 
else. Jack Skirvin, after getting the colt 
at $6.500 for Mrs. Pauline Woolworth’s 
Pine Tree Stable, found he had turned 
to the wrong page in the catalogue. The 
yearling was put up for resale about 20 
minutes later and was knocked down at
